The Singapore 
arrival mark is 26 SE 1927 on a copy of the 4 cents Straits Settlements postage due stamp of 1926. The 
charge was cancelled with a violet boxed “Charge not collected/ x/ Fresh label required” mark as it could 
not be delivered. There is a Singapore “T” (Taxe) mark in a triangle and the card was redirected to Siam 
with an arrival mark of Bangkok of 6.10.27. The large blue manuscript “6" was applied in Bangkok in lieu 

of a Siamese postage due stamp to denote 6 satangs postage due.

of 7 JA 1928 is on a copy of the 12 cents postage due stamp of 1924 (SGD6).
